Employment 


Tables 3-8, pages 2-7 


The Australian and State trend comparisons, shown on 
page iv, indicate thal there was a decrease of 0.7 per cent 
in Tasmania’s employment over the year to November 
1993. All other States showed an increase in employment 
over this twelve months” period. The largest increase in 
employment was in Western Australia (where 
employment increased 4.7 per cent). The next highest 
Encrease tn employment was in Queensland (2.1 per cent), 
followed by NSW (1.7 per cent), and Victoria (1.0 per 
cent) and South Australia (0.2 per cent). 


Compared with November 1992, regional estimates of 
(unadjusted) employment in November 1993 showed an 
increase for the Northern Statistical Division of 5000. 
Employment also increased in the Hobart and Southem 
Staustical Division of 1400 over the same 12 months. 
Employment in the Merscy-Lyeil Statistical Division 
decreased 6900. 


Unemployment 


Tables 3-8, pages 2-7 


The Tasmanian tread series estimate of 28 300 
unemployed persons in November 1993 was an increase 
of 2200 on the figure for November 1992 of 26 100. The 
trend series estimate of the unemployment rate of 13.0 per 
cert in November 1993 was an increase in the trend series 
unemployment rate of 12.1 per cent in Novmeber 1992. 


The Labour Force 


Table 3, page 2 


in November 1993 there was an (unadjusted) cstimate of 
363 000 civilian Tasmanians aped 15 or more. Of these, 
an estimated 217 400 (based on a trend secfics estimate) 
were in the labour force. The trend series estimate of the 
labour force participation rate in November was 59.9 per 
cent, comparable with the figure of 60.2 per cent in 
November 1992. For males the trend series estimate of 
participation rate was 71.0 per cent (compared with 72.3 
per cent in November 1992). For females the trend series 
participation rate was 49.1 per cent (compared with 48.5 
per cent in November 1992). 


Employed Wage and Salary Earners 


Table 9, page & | 


In May 1993 there were approximately 154 900 employed 
wage and salary carners in Tasmania. This compares with 
approximately 146 700 in May 1991. 


In May 1993 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 
31.5 per cent of all employed wage and salary earners. In 
the Tasmanian economy, the category Community 
services had the highest industry representation (27.2 per 
cent}, up from the equivalent figure of 26.9 per cent 
recorded in May 1991. The next highest industry 
grouping was Wholesale trade and Retail trade (21.9 per 
cent, up from 18.7 per cent in May 1991) followed by 
Manufacturing (14.0 per cent, down from 15.9 per cent in 
May 1994). 


The category Recreation, personal and other services was 
up from 7.9 per cent in May 1991 to 8.7 per cent in May 
1993. 


In May 1993, women made up 45.8 per cent of all 
employed wage and salary earners. In May 1991, the 
equivalcr figure was 44. | per cent. 


Award Rates of Pay Indexes 


Table 14, page 10} 
For the 12 months ended October 1993 weekly award 
rates of pay indexes for Tasmania rose by 0.4 per cent for 
full-time adult females and by 0.3 per cent for full-time 


adult males. For Australia, the figures were 0.8 per cent 
for females and 0.7 per cent for males. 


For full-time adult female employees, the largest industry 
increases over this §2-month period occurred in Public 
administration and defence (2.1 per cent) and Recreation, 
personal and other services (0.8 per cent). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees, 
the largest industry increases occurred in Recreation, 
personal and other serviccs (1.1 per cent) and Community 
services (0.8 per cent). 


The largest occupation increases over the period for 
full-time adult female employees occurred in Clerks (0.6 
per cent) and Labourcrs and related workers (0.6 per cent), 
and Salespersons and personal service workers (0.3 per 
cent). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation 
increases over the period occurred in Clerks (0.7 per cent), 


Professionals (0.5 per cent), and Para-professionals (0.4 
per cent). 


House Price Indexes 


Hobart had the second highest increase in percentage 
change for Established House prices, and the highest 
percentage change increase for Project Homes of the eight 
capital cities over the past | 2 months. 


For the {2 months ended September [993 Hobart recorded 
a 3.0 per cent increase in the cost of Established Homes, 
with the extremes being minimal movement in Canberra 
of 0.4 per cent, and the largest increase in Darwin of 16.1 
per cent. 


For the same period Hobart recorded a 4.1 per cent 
inerease in the cost of Project Homes, marginaliy ahead 
of Adelaide with an increase of 4.0 per cent, and 
Metbourne and Darwin both increasing 3.6 per cent. The 
lowest increase was 1.8 per cent in Darwin. 


The movement recorded in Hobart for the September 
quarter £993 was 0.8 per cent for Established Houses and 
0.4 per cent for Project homes. This is the lowest quarterly 
increase for Project Homes since the corresponding 
quarter last year, when the increase was also 0.4 per cent.

Livestock Slaughtering 


i Table 21, page 16 


With the slaughterings of calves falling to their off-season 
levels (300 killed in November 1993 compared with 
10 800 a couple of months earlicr in September 1993) 
slaughterings of other cattle increased. In November 1993, 
cattle killed for meat production numbered [5 000 
compared with 14 [00 in October, a rise of over six per 
cent. The November figure was similar to that of 
November 1992, when 14 700 siaughicrings were 
reported. Revised figures for year 1992-93 show a total of 
99 600 cattle siaughterings compared with 104 700 the 
year before. 


Increases between October and November were also 
recorded for slaughterings of sheep and lambs. For sheep 
the increase was nearly 28 per cent, from 31 000 to 
39 700, while for lambs the increase was less; from 
30 000 to 32 000, a rise of just under seven per cent. 
Revised annual figures for 1992--93 show that a decrease 
in slaughterings of lambs by 6.8 per cent from the year 
before (489 800 in 1991--92: 456 500 in 1992-93) was 


nearly bajanced by a 3.9 per cent increase in sheep 
slaughterings (446 700 in 1991-92 to 473 400 in 
1992-93). 


Slaughterings of pigs, again in typical yo-yo fashion, rose 
between October and November from 6 400 to 7 900, a 
rise of just over twenty-three per cent. (Between 
September and October there had been a twenty-one per 
cent drop, and a month carlicr a seventeen per cent 
increase.) For the year 1992-93 a total of 92 500 pigs 
were slaughtered, nine per cent more than the year before. 


Livestock Prices 


Table 2t, page 16 | 
Rises tn average prices paid for animals occurred for all 
animals except sheep. Pigs recorded the biggest price risc, 
nearly sixteen per cent, from $130.31 in October to 
$150.99 in November 1993. This was the highest price 


tecorded for pigs for over a year, and almost nine per cent 
more than the $138.93 recored in November 1992. 


Cattle (excluding calves) showed a small increase of 1.4 
per cent between October and November, with $565.41 
recorded in November. This was, however, over nineteen 
per cent more than the $473.66 recorded in November 
1992. 


The rise in average price paid for lambs was just over four 
per cent, from $27.53 in October 1993 to $28.67 in 
November |993. Like cattle, this price showed a similar 
increase over the year, just under twenty per cent higher 
than the price recorded in November 1992. 


The average price paid for sheep fell by just over ten per 
cent between October and November, from $7.90 to 
$7.07. The November 1993 price was just three cents 
more than that of November [992. 


Forest Products

The total quantity of logs delivered to sawmills and 
woodchip mills in the September quarter 1993 was 1.21 
million cubic metres, an increase of &.6 per cent when 
compared with the September quarter 1992 figure of I.11 
million cubie metres. 


Production of sawn timber in the September quarter 1993 
was && 100 cubic metres, almost unchanged from the 
September quarter 1992 figure of 88 000 cubic metres, but 
7.5 per cent more than the 81 900 cubic metres recorded 
in the June quarter 1993. 


In the September quarter 1993 the quantity of logs 
delivered for production of woodchips was 970 400 cubic 
metres, 9.4 per cent more than in the September quarter 


1992. Over the same period the quantity of woodchips 
produced increased by 7.3 per cent to | 027 900 tonacs. 


Building Approvals

Bescon: 


There were 351 new dwelling units approved in Tasmania 
during October 1993 an increase of three per cent on the 
number recorded for September 1993 (351) but a three per 
cent decrease on the October 1992 figure of 363. 


For the twelve months ended October 1993 there were 
4116 new dwelling units approved, three per cent higher 
than for the previous corresponding twelve months 
(3995). 


The latest trend estimates available for the number of 
dwelling units approved show a levelling off over the last 
three months after five months of increases. 


The value of all buildings approved in October 1993 was 
$31.5 million compared with $46.8 million in September 
1993 and $31.3 million in October 1992. 


The value of al! buildings approved, at avcrage 1989-90 
prices, in the September quarter was $113.0 million, 17 
per cent above the June quarter 1993 figure of $96.4 
million and 32 per cent above the September quarter 1992 
figure of $85.9 million. 


New Motor Vehicle Registrations

There were 1233 ncw motor vehicles (excluding motor 
cycles) registered in Tasmania during November 1993. 
This was 16 per cent more than in October 1993 (1065), 
and 36 per cent more than for November 1992 (903). 
There were 280 rental vehicles regisicred in November 
1993, 


Registrations for the twelve months ended November 
1993 (12 797) were nearly two per cent higher than for the 
figure recorded for the twelve months ended November 
1992 (12 S88). 


Retail 


| Table 35, page 23 


After going through a period of decline in the carly 
months of 1993 the trend estimates of turnover for retail 
and service establishments, for Tasmania, show growth of 
ever 1.0 per cent for cach of the last three months. 


The monthly trend estimate for October 1993 was $214.8 
million, an increase of 1.2 per cent on the estimate for 
September 1993 and up 3.5 per cent on the estimate for 
October 1992 of $207.5 million. 


The trend estimate of turnover for October 1993, for 
Australia, was 3.3 per cent above that for October 1992. 
For the past three months all states, except Victoria, have 
shown growth tn monthly trend estimates. 


In original terms the estimate of retail turnover in October 
1993, for Tasmania, was $212.3 million, an increase of 
one per cent on the figure for October 1992. 


Private Mineral Exploration 


Total expenditure on mineral exploration (other than for 
petroleum), in Tasmania, was $1.7 million in the 
September quarter 1993. This compares with total 
expenditure of $2.8 million im the June quarter 1993 and 
$1.1 million for the September quarter 1992. 


Approximatcly two thirds of the expenditure is on 
exploration for copper, lead, zinc, silver, nickel and 
cobalt. The remainder is expended on gold exploration.

Gross State Product 


The Tasmanian Gross State Product, based on trend 
current price estimates, rose I.1 per cent in the September 
quarter 1993. The Australian Gross Domestic Product rose 
1.3 per cent during the same period. (Gross Staic Product 
and Gross Domestic Product are conceptually identical.) 
For Tasmania, growth in wages, salaries and supplements 
of 1.7 per cent was offset by a 1.0 per cent fall in gross 


operating surplus.
